• LAKE VILLA— Talks on changes 

in the association by-laws and Its 
constitution and oh plana tor the 
Countryside hospital building itself 
were heard at a meeting of the hos- 
pital association Tuesday evening. 

Meeting in the Lake Villa grade 
school basement cafeteria, directors 
and other members heard Bill 
Hooper, Lake Forest architect, out- 
line what he thought would have 
to be done in financing, building 

• itself and equipment. 

Hooper Said that federal funds 
provided by the so-called Hill-Bur- 
ton law could be obtained Under 
certain conditions for construction 
purposes. 

He said the association must con- 
vince authorities that there is a 
need for such a hospital. He added 
that others such as would-be pa- 
tients and people who would con- 
tribute funds also must be sold on 
the Idea. 

The architect told how the type of 
patients must be established, es- 
pecially at first when a relatively 
small hospital unit might be built 
due to lack of finances. 

Blue Cross, industrial, other in- 
surance firms and the like interest 
should be sought. 

He said the site is of importance 
and of course the size of the hospital 
Jttelf must be considered. 

The U. S. public health service 
can make a survey of the needs and 
such information can be made avail- 
able to the hospital association. 

Attorney Fred Geiger of Wauke- 
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gan went over proposed amend- 
ments to the by-laws and constitu- 
tion. It was decided to table any 
action Oh them Tuesday and consider 
them 'again Sunday, Jan. 31, at 
2 p. m. - 

Association president George 
Heuer read part of a brochure put 
out by the Cbndell hospital at Lib- 
erty vi He in which it was stated that 
it would be 100 per cent behind a 
hospital In Northwest Lake county. 

Mrs. Jane Rundgren, association 
secretary, Is to contact a Hlghwoqd 
contractor regarding construction of 
the hospital in that community.

W. J. Murphy (R, Antioch) 
has formally announced that; he Is 
a candidate for re-election to his 
fourth term in the Illinois general 
assembly. 

In Murphy's three terms as repre- 
sentative of this district, he has es- 
tablished himself as a defender of 
home rule and the free enterprise 
system. 

He has fought issues that would 
allow additional spending without a 
referendum of the people. 

Rep. Murphy has served as state 
chairman of the road and bridge 
laws commission and Is presently 
serving as secretary of the county 
records commission. 

In the session completed last July, 
Murphy seeved as an assistant to the 
whip on administration measures on 
the floor of the house.

Kill 2,648 Deer 
In State in '59 

Deer permits' were issued to 
15,112 hunters pod 2,648 deer were 
harvested in 35NIilinois counties 
open during the 1999 shotgun season, 
making a total of about one hunter 
in six successful in bagging a deer. 

The tabulated figures were re- 
leased by Glen D. Palmer, director 
of the state department of conserva- 
tion. " 

The largest deer reported was a 
376-pound buck taken by H. Max 
Carner of Stronghurst in Hender- 
son county. Throughout the state, 
reports showed that 23 of the deer 
killed weighed in excess of 275 
pounds. 

Carroll county, in- northern llli- 
Vtois, led in number of deer taken 
with 388, followed by Ogle county 
with a total of 368. 

Director Palmer stated that in 
spite of the hunting pressure during 
three hunting seasons the deer pop- 
ulation is increasing.
